THE PREFACE. 


T hath been the wiſdom of the Church of England, 
I ever ſince the firſt compiling of her Publick Liturgy, 
to keep the Mean bettreen the two Extreams, of too 
much ſtiffneſt in refuſing, and of too much enſuneſs in 
admitting any variation + its For, a4 on the one ſide 
common Experience ſheweth, that where a change hath been 
made of things adviſedly eſtabliſhed (no evident neceſſity ſo 
requiring) ſundry mconveniences have thereupon enſued ; 
and thoſe many times more, and greater then the evils, that 
were intended to be remedied by ſuch change : So on the 
ether ſide, the particular Forms of Divine Worſhip, and the 
Rites, and. Ceremonies appointed to be uſed therein, be» 
ing things in their own nature indifferent, and alterable, 
and ſo acknowledged ; it is but reaſonable,that upon weighty 
and important eonſiderations, according to the variow 
exipency of times and occaſions, ſuch changes and alterations 
ſhould be made therein, as to thoſe that are in place of Au- 
thority ſhoul4 from time to time ſeem either neceſſary or ex- 
pedient. Accordingly we find, that in the Reigns of ſeveral 
Princes of bleſſed memory ſince the Reformation the Church, 
#pon guſt and weighty conſuederations Her thereunto moving, 
bath yielded to make ſuch alterations in ſome particulars, 
as in their refpef ive times were thought convenient : Tet ſo, 
as that the main Body and Eſſentials of it (as well in the 
chiefeſt materials, as in the frame and order thereof ) have 
ſtill continued the ſame unto this day, and do yet ſtand firm 
and unſhaken, notwithſtanding all the vain attempts and 
impetuow aſſaults made againſt it, by ſach men as are given 
zo change, and have alwayes diſcovered a greater regar4 
to their own private fancies and intereſts, then to that duty 

they owe to the Publick, x 
By what undue means, and for what miſchievous pur- 
Poſes the uſe of the Liturgy ( though injoyned by the Laws 
of the Land, and thoſe Laws never yet repeale4) came, dqu- 
ring the late unhappy confufions, to be ; ww Arr # too 
well known to the World, and we are not willing bere to re- 
member, But when upon his Majeſties happy Reſtauration 
it ſeemed probable, that among ſt other things, the uſe of the 
Liturgy alſo would return of courſe ( the ſame baving never 
been legally aboliſhed) unleſi ſome timely means were uſed 
to prevent it; thoſe men who under the late uſurped powers 
kad 
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bad made it a great part of their buſineſs to render the pee- 


ple diſaffeted thereunto, ſaw themſelves in point of reputa- 
tion and intereſt concerned(unleſs they woull freely acknow- 
ledge themſelves to bave erred , which ſuch men are very 
hardly brought to do) with their utmoſt endeavours to hinder 
the reſtitution thereof. In order whereunto divers Pamphlets 
were publiſhed againſt the Bock, of Common Prayer, the old 
Objetions muſtered up, with the addition of ſome new 
ones more than formerly ha4 been made, to make the num- 
ber firell. In fine, great importunities were uſed to His 
Sacred Majeſty , that the ſaid Book, might be Reviſed, 
end ſuch Alterations therein , and Additions thereunto 
made, as ſhould be thought requiſite for the eaſe of tender 
Conſciences : Whereunto His Majeſty out of His pious Incli- 
nation to give ſatifation ( ſo far af could be reaſonably 
expeZed) to all His Suljets of what perſwaſion ſoever, did 
graciouſly condeſcend, 

In which Review we have endeavoured to obſcrve the 
likg Moderation, as we find to have been uſed in the like 
caſe in former times. And therefore of the ſundry Altera- 
tions propoſed unto uw, we have rejeaed all ſuch as were 
either of dangerous conſequence (as ſecretly ſtriking at ſome 
eſta liſhed Dofrine, or laudable Pratice of the Church of 
England, or indeed of the whole Catholick, Church of Chriſt) 
or elſe of no conſequence at all, but utterly frivolom and 
vain. But ſuch Alterations as were tendred to us ( by what 
perſons, under what pretences, or to what purpoſe ſoever 
ſo tendred ) as ſeemed to us in any degree requiſzte or 
expedient, we have willingly, and of our own accord aſ- 
ſented unto : Not enforced ſo to do by any ſtrength of Ar- 
gument, convincing us of the neceſſity of making the ſaid 
Alterations : For we are fully perſwaded mm our judgements 
( and we here profeſs it tp the world ) that the Book, as it 
ſtood before eſtabliſhed Ly Law, doth not contain in it any 
thing contrary to the Word of God, or to ſound Dodrine, 
or which a godly man may not with a good conſcience uſe and 
ſubmit unto, or which 18 not fairly defenſible againſt any 
that ſball oppoſe the ſame ;, if it ſhall Le allowed ſuch Juſt 
end favourable conſtruttion as in common equity ought 10 
te allowed to all Humane Writings, eſpecially ſuch as are 
ſet forth by Auth.rity, and even to the very Left Tranſlations 
of the holy Scripture it ſelf, 

Our general aim therefore in this undertaking was, not to 
gratifie this or that party in any their unreaſonable de- 
mands ; but to do that which to our Leſt underſtandings we 
conceived might moſt tend to the Preſervation of Peace and 
Unity in the Church ;, the procuring of Reverence, and 


exciting of Piety and Devotion in the publick Worſhip of 


God > 
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God; and the cutting off occaſion from them that ſeek occa« 
ſion of cavil, or quarrel againfi the Liturgy of the Church, 
And as to the ſeveral variations from the formey Book, 
whether by Alteration, Addition,or otherwiſe, it ſhall ſuffice 
to give this general account , That moſt of the Alterations 
were made, either firſt, for the better diretion of them that 
are to officiate in any part of Divine Service, which is chiefly 
done in the Kalendars and Rubricks : Or ſecondly, for the 
more proper expreſſing of ſome words or phraſes of ancient 
uſage, in terms more ſuitable to the language of the preſent 
times, and the clearer explanation of ſome other words and 
phraſes, that were either of doubtful ſignif:cation, or other- 
wiſe liable to miſconſtru@ton : Or thirdly, for a more perfe(t 
rendring of ſuch portions of holy Scripture, as are inſerted 
into the Liturgy; which, in the Epiſtles an4 Goſpels eſpeci- 
a'ly, and in ſundry other places are now ordered to le read 
according to the laſt Tranſlation : and that it was thought 
convenient, that ſome Prayers and Thankggivings, fitted to 
ſpecial occaſrons, ſhould be added in their due places ;, pars 
ticularly for thoſe at Sea, together with an Office for the 
Faptiſm of ſuch as are of riper years; which, although not 
ſo neceſſary when the former Book was compile, yet by the 
growth of Anabaptiſm, through the licentiouſneſs of the late 
times crept in amongſt us, is now become neceſſary, and may 
be always uſeful for the Baptizing of Natives in our Plan- 
tations, and others converted to the Faith. If any man, who 
ſhall deſire a more particular account of the ſeveral altera« 
tions in any part of the Liturgy, ſhall take the pains to come 
pare the preſent Book with the former; we doubt not but 
the reaſon of the change may eaſily appear. 

And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our duties in 
this weighty affair, as in the ſight of Godgzand to approve our 
fancerity therein ( ſo far as lay in us) to the conſcrences of 
all men 5 although we know it impoſſible ( in ſuch variety 
of apprehenſuons,humours,and intereſts, as are in the world) 
to pleaſe all; nor can expe that men of fattious, peeviſh, 
and perverſe ſpirits ſhould be ſatisfied with any thing that 
can be done m this kind by any other than themſelves: Tet 
ne have good bope, that what 11 here preſented, and hath 
been Ly the Convocations of both Provinces with great dili- 
gence examined and approved, will be alſo well accepted, 
and approved by all ſober, peacealle, and truly conſcientious 
fons of the Church of England,

A Concerning the Service of 


the Church. 


Here was never any thing by the wit of man ſo well deyifd, or 

ſo ſure eftabliſhed, which, in continuance of time, hath not been 

corrupted : As, among other things, it may plainly appear by che 

Commen Prayers in the Church, commonly called Diveme Service, 
The firſt original and ground whereof if a man would ſearch out by the 
ancient Fathers, he ſhall find,that the ſame was not ordained, but of a good 

urpoſe, and for a great advancement of go1lineſs, For they ſo ordered the 

matter, that all the whole Bible, (or the greateſt part thereof ) ſhould be 
read over once every year;intending thereby,that the Clergy, and efſpeciall 
ſuch as were Miniſters in the regation, ſhould (by often reafling, a 
meditacionin Gods word)be ſtirred up to godlineſs themſelves,and be more 
able to exhort others by wholefom dottrine, and to confute them that were 
Adverſaries to the "Truth , and further, that the people (by daily hearing of 
holy Scripture read in the Church) might continually profit more and more 
in the knowledge of God, and be the more infla with the love of his 
true Religion. 

But thele many years paſſed, this godly and decent Order of the ancient 
Pathers hath been {© altered, broken, and negleQed, by planting in un- 
certain Stories, and Legends, with multitude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain 
Repetitions Commemorations and Synodalsy that commonly, when an 
Book of the Bible was begun, after three or ſour Chapters were re 
out, all the reſt wer? unread, And in this ſort the Book of Iſaiah was 
begun in Advent, and the Book of Geneſis in Septuagefima, but they 
were onely begun, and never real through : Aſter like fort were other 
Books of holy Scripture uſed, An1 moreover, whereas Saint Paul would 
haye ſuch language ſpoken to the people in the Church, as they might 
underſtand, and have t by hearing the ſame 3 The Service in this 
Church of England theſe many years, hath been read in Latine to the 
people, which they underfiand not 3 fo that they have heard with their 
ears onely,and their heart,ſpirit,and minde have not been edified thereby, 
And furthermore, mages that the ancient Fathers have divided 
the Pſalms into ſeven Portions, whereof every one was called a Noflury : 
Now of late time, a few of them have been Qaily ſaid, and the re(t utterly 
omitted, Moreover, the number and hardneſs of the Rules called the Fe, 
and the manifold changings of the Service was the cauſe, that to tuen the 
Book onely was ſo hard and intricate a matter,that many times there was 
more buſineſs to finde out what ſhould de read, than to gead it when it 
was found out, 

Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an 
Order, whereby the ſame (hall be redrefſed. And for a readinefs in this 
matter, here is drawn out a Kalendar for that purpole, which is plain and 
eaſie to be underſtood; wherein ( ſo much as may be ) thereading of ho!y 
Seripture is fo ſer forth, that all things ſhall be done in order, without 
breaking one piece from another. For this cauſe be cut of Anthems, 
Reſponds, Invitatories, and ſuchlike things as did break the contmual 
courle of the reading of ihe Scriprure,

Yet, becauſe there is no remedy, but that of neceſſity there muſt be ſome 
Rules; therefore certain Rules are here ſo forth; which, as they are few im 
number,ſo they are plain and eafie to be underſtood. So that here you have

more profitable and commodious, than that which of late was uſed,

& iſcreet devotion, and ſuch a zeal as was without knowledge 3 and for he- 

cauſe they were winked at in the beginning, they grew daily tro more and 

more abuſes ; which not onely for their vnprofitableneſs, but alf> becauſe 

they have mach blinded the ople, and obſcured the glory Oo! God, are 

worthy co be cur away, and clean rejefted. Other there de, which although 

they have been deviſed by man, yet it is thought gaod co reſerve them (till, 

as well for a decent if} the Church (for the which they were firſt 

deviſed) as becauſe they pertain to edification, wherewnto all things done 
in the Church ( as the Apoſtle reacheth) ought to be referred. 

And although the keeping or omitting of a Ceremony, in it ſelf con- 
$dered, is bat aſmallthing ; yet the wi'ful and contempruous tranſgreſhon 
and breaking of a common order and diſcipline,is no (mall offence before 
God. Let all things be done among you, ſaith Saint Paul, in @ ſeeraly wnd due 
order ; The appointmem of rhe which order pertainerh not to private menz 
therefore no ma:) ought to rake in hand, or preſume to appoint or alter an 


And whereas in this our nime, the minds of men are ſo divers, that ſome 
think it a zreat matter of conſcience to depart from a piece of the leaſt of

For in 
ſuch a caſe they ought rather to have reverence unto them for their 
antiquity, if they will declare themſelves to be more udious of unl 
and concord, than of innovations and new- fanglenefs, which ( as muc 
as may be with true ſetting ſorth of Chrifts Religion ) is always to 
be eſchewed. Furthermore, ſuch ſhall have no juſt cauſe with the Ce« 
remonies reſerved to be offended. For as thoſe are taken away which 
were moſt abuſed, and did burthen mens conſciences without any cauſe z 
& the other that remain, are retained for a Diſcipline and Order, which 
C upon jult cauſes ) may be altered and changed, and therefore are not 
to be eſteemed equal with Gods Law. And moreover,they be neither dark 
nor dymb Ceremonies, but are (> ſet forth, that every man may under- 
Band what they do mean, and to what uſe they do ſerve. So that it is not 
like that they in time to come ſhould be abuſed ag other have been. And 
In theſe our doings we condemn no other Nations, nor preſcribe any thing 
but to our own people onely: for we think it convenient, that every 
Countrey Qhould uſe ſuch Ceremonies as they (hall think bet to the 
ſecting Lethof Gods honour and glory, and to the reducing of the peo- 
ple to a moſt perfet and godly living, without errour or ſuperſtition , 
and that they Mould put away other things, which from time to time 
they perceive to be moſt abuſed, as in mens ordinances It often chancerb 
diverily in divers Countreys.

And , whereas Fanuary, March, May, Fuly, 
Auguſt, Ofober, and December have One and thirty 
days apiece 3 It is ordered, that the ſame Pſalms 
ſhall be read the laſt day of the ſaid months, which 
were read the day before : So that the Pſalter 
may begin again the firſt day of the next month 
enſuing. 

And whereas the CXIX Palm is divided into 
XXII Portions, and is ovecrlong to be read at one 
time 3 It is ſo ordered, that at onc time ſhall not be 
read above four or five of the ſaid Portions. 

And at the end of every Plalm, and of every 
ſuch part of the CXIX D alm, ſhall be repeated 
this Hymn, 

Glory be to the Fathcr, and to the Son: and to the 
Holy Ghoſt ; As it was in the beginning, is now 
and ever ſhall be : world without end. Amen,

And Jeſus took the 
loaves, and when he had given thanks, he diſtributed to the 
diſciples, and the diſciples to them that were ſet downs. 
and likewiſe of the hſhes as much as they would. When they. 
were filled, he ſaid unto his diſciples, Gather up the frag- 
ments that remain, that nothing be loit. Therefore they ga- 
thered them together, and filled twelve baskets with the 
fragments of the five barley loaves which remained over and 
above unto them that had caten.

Then Judas who had betrayed him, when he ſaw 
that he was condemned, repented himſelf, and brought a- 
in the thirty pieces of lilver to the chief prieſts and elders, 
ying, I have ſinned, ig that I have betrayed the innocent 
bloud. And they ſaid KWhat is that to us ? ſee thou to 
that. And he caſt downithe pieces of filyer in the temple, 
and departed, and went and hanged himſelf. And the ict 
prieſts took the ſilver pieces, and faid, It is not lawful for 
to put them into the treaſury, becauſe it is the price of 
bloud. And they took counſel, and bought with them the 
potters held to bury ſtrangers in. Wherefore that field was 
called, The field of bloud unto this day. (Then was ful- 
filled that which was ſpoken by Jeremy the prophet, ſaying,

that was valued, whom they of the children of 1ſrael did

yalue, and gave them for the potters field, as the Lord ap. 
pointed me.) And Jeſus ſtood before the governour ; and 
the governour asked him, ſaying, Art thou the king of the 
out ? And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Thou ſayeſt. And when 
e was accuſed of the chief prieſts and elders, he anſwered 
nothing. Then ſaith Pilate unto him, Heareſt thou not how 
many things they witneſs againſt thee ? and he anſwered him 
to never a word, inſfomuch that the governour marvelled 
greatly. Now at that feaſt the governour was wont to relcaſe 
unto the people a priſoner, whom they would. And they had 
then a notable priſoner, called Barabbas. Therefore when 
they were gathered tgocther, Pilate ſaid unto them, Whom 
will ye that I releaſe unto you ? Barabbas, or Jeſus, which 
is called Chriſt ? For he knew that for envy they had deli. 
rered him. When he was ſet down on the judgement-ſeat, 
his wife ſent unto him, ſaying, Have thou nothing to do 
with that juſt man : for I have ſuftered many things this day 
in a dream becauſe of him. But the chief prieſts and 
elders perſwaded the multitude that they ſhould ask Barab- 
bas, and deſtroy Jeſus. The governour anſwered and aid 
unto them, Whether of the twain will ye that I releaſe unto 
you ? they (aid, Barabbas. Pilate ſaith unto them, What 
ſhall I do then with Jeſus, which is called Chriſt ? They all 
fay unto him, Let him be crucified. And the governour (aid, 
Why, what evil hath he done? But they cried ont the 
more, ſaying, Let him be crucified. When Pilate ſaw that 
he could prevail nothing, but that rather a tumult was 
made, he took water, and waſhed his hands before the mul- 
titude, ſaying, Iam innocent of the bloud of this zuſt per- 
ſon : ſee ye to it. Then anſwered all the people, and faid, 
His bloud be on us, and on our children. Then releaſed he 
Barabbas unto them : and when he had ſcourged Jeſus, he 
delivered him to be crucified. Then the ſouldiers of the go- 
vernour took Jeſus into the common hall, and gathered un- 
to him the whole band of ſouldiers. And they —_— 
him, and put on him a ſcarlet robe. And when they had 
platted a crown of thorns, they put it upon his head, and 
a reed in his right hand : and they bowed the knee before 
him and mocked him, ſaying, Hail, king of the Jews. And 
they ſpit upon him, and took the reed, and ſmote him on 
the head. And after that they had mocked him, they took 
the robe off from him, and put his own raiment on him, 
and led him away to crucifie him. And as they came out, 
they found a ran of Cyrene, Simon -by name : hi:n they 
compelled to bear his croſs. And when they were come un- 
to a place called Golgothazthat is to ſay, A place of a skull, 
they gave him vineger to drink, mingled with gall : and 


when he had taſted thereof, he would not drink, And pm 
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Munday before Eaſter, 


crucified him, and parted his garments, caſting Tots : that it 
might be fulfilled, which was ſpoken by the prophet, They 
parted my garments among them, and upon my veſture did 
they caſt lots. And fitting down they watched him there ; 
and (et up over his head his accuſation written, THIS 
IS FESUS THE KING OFTHE FEWS: 
Then were there two thieves crucified with him : one on 
the right hand, and another on the lefr. And they that 
paſſed by, reviled him, wagging their heads, and ſaying, 
Thou that deſtroyeſt the temple, and buildeſt it in three 
days, fave thy ſelf : if thou be the Son of God, come 
down from the croſs. Likewiſe alfo the chief prieſts mock- 
ing him, with the ſcribes and elders, ſaid, He faved others, 
himſelf he cannot ſave : if he be the king of Iſrael, let him 
now come down from the croſs, and we will believe him. 
He truſted in God 3; let him deliver him now if he will have 
him: for he aid, I am the Son of God, The thieves alſo 
which were crucified with him, caſt the ſame in his teeth. 
Now from the fixth hour there was darkneſs over all the 
hnd, unto the ninth hour. And about the ninth hour, Jeſus 
cried with a loud voice, ſaying, Eli, E!i,lama ſabachthani ? 
that is to ſay, My God, my God, why haſt thou forſaken 
me ? Some of them that ſtood there, when they heard that, 
faid, This man calleth for Elias. And ſtraightway one of 
them ran, and took a ſpunge and filled it with vineger, and 
put it on a reed, and gave him to drink. The reſt aid, 
Let be ; let us ſee whether Elias will come to ſave him. Je- 
ſus when he had cried”again with a loud voice, yielded up 
the ghoſt, And behold, the vail of the temple was rent in 
twain from the top to the bottom, and the earth did quake, 
and the rocks rent, and the graves were opened, and many 
bodies of Caints which flept aroſe, and came out of the 
graves, after his reſurreQion, and went into the holy city, 
and appeared unto many. Now when the centurion, and 
they that were with him, watching Jeſus, ſaw the earthquake, 
and thoſe things that were done, they feared greatly, ſaying, 
Truly this was the Son of God.

He Lord God hath opened mine ear, and I was not 

rebellious,neither turned away back. I gave my back 
to the ſmiters, and my cheeks to them that plucked off the 
hair : I hid not my face from ſhame and ſpitting. For the 
Lord God will help me , therefore ſhall I not be con- 
founded : therefore have I ſet my face like a flint, and I 
know that I ſhall nor be aſhamed. He is near that juſtifieth 
me, who will contend with me ? Let us ſtand together ; who 
bs mine adverſary ? let him come near to me. Behold, the 
Lord God will help me z; who is he that ſhall condemn me ? 
Lo, they all ſhall wax old as a garment ; the moth ſhall eat 
them up.Who is among you that feareth the Lord, that obey. 
eth the voice of his ſervant, that walketh in darkneſs, and 
hath no light ? let him truſt in the Name of the Lord, and 
ſtay upon his God. Behold, all ye that kindle a fre, that 
compals your ſelves about with ſparks; walk in the light 
of your fire, and in the ſparks that ye have kindled. This 
{hall ye have of mine hand, ye ſhall lie down in ſorrow, 
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AX ſtraightway in the morning, the chicf prieſts held 
a conſultation with the elders and ſcribes, and the 
whole council, and bound Jeſus, and carried him away, and 
delivered him to Pilate. And Pilate asked him, Art thou 
the king of the Jews? And he anſwering, ſaid unto 
him, Thou ſayeſt it. And the chief prieſts accuſed him of 
many things : but he anſwered nothing. And Pilate asked 
him again, ſaying, Anſwereſt thou nothing ? behold how 
many things they witneſs againſt thee. But Jeſus yet an- 
fwered nothing : ſo that Pilate marvelled. Now at that 
feaſt he releaſed unto them one priſoner, whomſoever they 
defired. And there was one named Barabbas, which lay 
bound with them that had made inſurre&ion with him, 
who had commmitted murder in the infurretion. And the 
multitude crying aloud, began to defire him to do as he had 
ever done unto them. But Pilate anſwered them, ſaying, 
Will ye that T releaſe unto you the king of the Jews ? ( For 
he knew that the chief prieſts had delivered him for envy) 
But the chicfprieſts moved the people,that he ſhould rather 
releaſc Barabbas unto them. And Vilate anſwered, and (aid 
again unto them, What will ye then that T ſhall do unto him 
whom ye call the king of the Jews ? and they cried out again, 
Crucifie him. Then Pilate ſaid unto them, Why, whater 
a 
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hath he done ? And they cried out the more exceedingly, 

Crucifie him. And fo Pilate willing to content the people, 

releaſed Barabbas unto them, and delivered J-{.1s, whea he 

had ſcourged him, to be crucified. And the ſouldicrs led him 

away into the hall, called Pretorium ; and they call to- 

gether the whole band, And they clothed him with purple, 

and platted a crown of thorns, and put it about 11s head. 

And begin to ſalute him, Hail king of the Jews. And they 

ſmote him on the head witha reed, and did ſpit on him, 

and, bowing their knces, worſhipped him. And when they 

had mocked him, they took off the purple from him, and 
put his own clothes on him, and led him out to cruciiie him, 

And they compel one Simon a Cyrenecan , who paſled by, 

coming our of the countrey, the father of Alexander and 
Rufus, to bear his croſs. And they briag him unto the place 
Golgotha, which is, being interpreted, The place of a ſcull, 
And they gave him to drink wine mingled with myrrhe ; but 
he received it not. And when they had crucified him, they 
parted his garments,caſting lots upon them, what every man 
ſhould take. And it was the third hour, and they crucihed 
him. And the ſuperſcription of his accuſation was written 
over, THE KING OF THE FEIJVPS. And with him they 
crucifie two thieves, the one on his right hand and the other 
on his lefr. And the Scripture was fulnlled which ſaith, And 
he was numbred with the tranſgreſſours.And they that paſſed 
by, railed on him, wagging their heads, and ſaying, Ah, thou 
that deſtroyeſt the temple,and buildelt ic in three days, ſave 
thy ſelf, and come down from the croſs. Likewiſe a!ſo the 
chief prieſts mocking, ſaid amorg themſelves , with the 
ſcribes, He ſaved others, himſelf he cannot ſave. Let Chriſt 
the king of Iſrael deſcend now from the croſs, that we may 
ſee and believe. And they that were crucified with him, re- 
viled him. &n4 when the ſixth hour was come, there was 
darkneſs over the whole land, until the ninth hour. And at 
theninth hour Jeſus cried with a loud voice, ſaying, E!o:, 
Eloi, lama ſabachthani? which is, being interpreted, My 
God, my God, why haſt thou forſaken me ? And ſome of 
them that ſtood by, when they heard it,faid, Behold, he cal- 
leth Elias. And one ran, and filled a ſpunge full of vineger, 
and putit ona reed, and gave him to drink, ſaying, Let 
alone : let us fee whether Elias will come to take him down. 
And Jeſus cried with a loud voice, and gave up the ghoſt. 
And the vail of the tewple was rent in twain from the top 
to the bottom. And when the centurion which ſtood over 
againſt him, ſaw that he ſo cried our, and gave up the ghoſt, 
he ſaid, Truly this man was the Son of God. 
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Wii a teſtament is, there muſt alſo of neceſſity be 
the death of the teſtator : for a teſtament is of force 
after menare dead ; otherwiſe it is of no ſtrength at all 
whilſt the teſtator liveth. Whereupon, neither the firſt 
teſtament was dedicated without bloud : For when Moſes 
had ſpoken every precept to all the people, according to 
the law, he took the bloud of calves, and of goats, with 
water and ſcarlet wooll, and hyſſop, and ſprinkled both 
the book and all the people, ſaying, This is the bloud of the 
teſtament, which God hath enjoyned unto you, Moreover, 
he ſprinkled likewiſe with bloud both the tabernacle, and 
all the veſlels of the miniſtry. And almoſt all things are by 
the law purged with bloud 3 and without ſhedding of bloud 
1s no remiſsion, It was therefore neceſſary that the patterns 
of things in the heavens ſhould be purified with theſe; but 
the heavenly things themſelves with better ſacrifices than 
theſe.For Chriſt is not entred into the holy places made with 
hands, which are the figures of the true, but into heaven it 
ſelf, now to appear in the preſence of God for us ; nor yet 
that he ſhould offer himſelf often, as the high prieſt entreth 
into the holy place every year with bloud of others : for 
then muſt he often have ſuffered ſince the foundation of the 
world ; but now once in the end of the world hath he ap- 
peared to put away fin by the ſacrifice of himſelf, And 
as it is appointed unto men once todie, but after this the 
judgement : ſo Chriſt was once offered to bear the fins of 
many 3 and unto them that look for him, ſhall he appear the 
ſecond time without ſin unto ſalvation.

And he ſaid untothem, 
With deſire I have defired to eat this paſsover with you be- 
fore I ſuffer, For I ſay unto you, I will not any more eat 
thereof, until it be fulfilled in the kingdom of God. And 
he took the cup, and gave thanks, and ſaid, Take this, 
and divide it among your ſelves. For I ſay unto you, L 
will not drink of the fruit of the vine, until the kingdom 
of God (hall come. -. And he took bread, and gave thanks, 
and brake it, and gave unto them, ſaying, This is my body, 
which is given for you, this do in remembrance of me. 
Likewiſe alſo the cup after ſupper, ſaying, This cup is the 
new Teltament in my bloud , which is ſhed for you, 
But behold, the hand of him that berrayeth me, is 
with me on the table. And truly the Son of man goeth as it 
was determined ; but wo unto that man, by whom he is 
betrayed. And they began to enquire among themſelves, 
which of them it was that ſhould do this thing. And there 
was alſo ſtrife among them, which of them thould be ac- 
counted the greatelt. And he faid unto them, The kings 
of the Gentiles exerciſe lordſhip over them , and they 
that exerciſe authority upon them, are called benefaCtours. 
But ye (hall not beſo; but he that is greateſt among you, 
let him be as the younger ; and he that is chief, as he that 
doth ſerve. For whether is greater, he that ſitteth at meat, 
or he that ferveth ? is not he that ſitteth at meat? But I 
am among you as he that ſerveth. Ye are they which have 
continued with me in my temptations, and I appoint unto 
you a kingdom, as my Father hath appointed unto me 3 
that ye may eat and drink at my table in my kingdom, and 
fit on thrones, judging the twelve tribes of Ifrael. And the 
Lord aid, Simon, Simon, behold, Satan hath delired to 
have you, that he may ſift you as wheat : But I have 
prayed for thee, that thy faith fail not 3 and when thou 
art converted, ſtrengthen thy brethren. And he ſaid unto 
him, Lord, I am ready to go with thee both into priſon 
and to death. And he faid, I tell thee, Peter, the cock 
ſhall not crow this day , before that thou ſhalt thrice deny 
that thou knoweſt me, And he ſaid unto them, Wien I 
car 
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ſent you without purſe, and ſcrip, and ſhoes, lacked ye 
any thing ? And they ſaid, Nething. Then faid he unto 
them, But now, ke that hath 2 purſe, let him take it, and 
likewiſe his {crip: and he that hath no ſword, let 
him fell his garment, and buy one; Forl fay unto you, 
that this that is writren, muſt yet bc accomplithed in me, 
And he was reckoned among the tranſpre(lours:for the thi 
concerning me have an end. And they ſaid, Lord, behold, 
here are two ſwords. And he (aid unto them, It is enough, 
And he came out, and went, as he was wont, to the mount 
of Olives, and his diſciples alſo followed him. And when 
he was at the place, he ſaid unto them, Pray, that ye enter 
not into temptation. Ard he was withdrawn from them 
about a ſtones cait, and kneeled down, and prayed, ſaying, 
Father , if thou be willing remove this cup from me: 
nevertheleſs, not my wi'l, but rliine be done. And there 
. appeared an angel unto him from heaven, ſtrengthning him, 
And being in an Agony, he prayed more earneſtly 5 and his 
ſweat was as It were great drops of bloud falling down to 
the ground. And when he role up from prayer, and was 
come to his difciples, he found them {leeping for ſorrow, 
and (aid unto them, Why tleep ye? riſe and pray, left ye 
enter into temptation. And while he yet ſpake, behold, a 
multitude, and he that was called Judas , one of the 
twelve, went before them, and drew near unto Jeſus to kiſs 
him. But Jeſus ſaid unto him, Judas, betrayeit thou the 
Son of man with a kiſs ? When they who were about him 
Cw what would follow, they ſaid unto him, Lord, fliall we 
ſmite with the ſword ? And one of them ſmote the ſervant 
of the high prieſt, and cut off his right ear. And Jeſus 
anſwered and ſaid, Suffer ye thus far. And he touched his 
ear and healed him. Then Jeſus ſaid unto the chief prielts 
and captains of the temple, and the elders who were come 
to him, Be ye come out as againſt a thief, with ſwords and 
faves ? When I was daily with you in the temple, ye 
ſtretched forth no hatids againſt me : but this is your hour, 
and the power of dark:cſs. Then took they him, and led 
him, and brought him into the high prieſts houſe, and 
Peter followed afar off. And when they had kindled a tire 
in the midſt of the hall, and© were ſer down to- 
gether, Peter ſat down among them. But a certain maid 
beheld him, as he fat by the fire, and earne?ly looked 
upon him, and ſaid, This man wes alſo with kim. And he 
denied him, ſaying, Woman, I know him not. And after 
a little while another ſaw him, and ſaid, Thou art allo of 
them, And Peter ſaid, Man, I am not. And about the 
ſpace of one hour after, another confidently affirmed, fay- 
ing, Of a truth this fellow alſo was with him; for he is a 
Galileans 
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Galilean.And Peter ſaid, Man, I know not what thou ſayeſt, 
And immediately while he yet ſpake, the cock crew. And 
the Lord turned, and looked upon Peter ; and Peter re- 
membred the word of the Lord, how he had ſaid unto him, 
Before the cock crow, thou ſhalt deny me thrice. And Peter 
went out and wept bitterly. And the men that held Jeſus 
mocked him, and ſmote him. And when they had blind- 
folded him, they ſtruck him on the face, and asked him, 
Gying, Propheſie, who is it that ſmote thee ? And many 

r things blaſphemouſly ſpake they againlt him. And as 
Goon as it was day, the elders of the people, and the chief 
prieſts, and the ſcribes came together, and led him inte 
their counce), ſaying, Art thou the Chriſt ? tell us. And he 
id unto them, If I tell you, you will not believe. And if 
I alſo ask you, you will not anſwer me, nor let me go. Hers - 
after ſhall the Son of man fit on the right hand of the power 
of God. Then (aid they all, Art thou then the Son of God ? 
And he aid unto them, Ye ſay that I am. And they ſaid, 
What need we any further witneſs ? for we our ſelves have 
heard of his own mouth. | 
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The Epiſtle. x Cor. 11.17. 

N this that I declare unto you, I praiſe you not : that you 
come together not for the better, but for the worſe. For 
rſt of all 3 when ye come together in the Church, I hear 
that there be diviſions among you. And I partly believe it. 
For there muſt be alſo hereſies among you, that they who are 
approved may be made manifeſt among you. When ye come 
together therefore into one place, this ts not to cat the Lurds 
ſupper : For in eating, every one taketh before other his-own 
ſupper : and one is hungry, and another is drunken. What, 
have ye not houſes tocat and to drink in ? or deſpiſe ye the 
Church of God, and ſhame them that have not ? What ſhall 
I fay to you ? ſhall I praiſe you inthi: ? I praiſe you not. 
For I have received of the Lord that which alſolI delivered 
unto you, that the Lord Jeſus, the ſame night in which 
he was betrayed , took bread ; and when he had given 
thanks, he brake it, and aid, Take, cat, this is my body, 
which is broken for you : this do in remembrance of me. 
After the ſame manner alſo he took the cup when he bad 
ſupped, ſaying, This cup is the new teſtzment in my bloud : 
$do ye as oft as ye drink it, in remembrance of me. For 
as often as ye eat this bread, and drink this cup, ye do 
ſhew the Lords death till he come. Wherefore, whoſoever 
{hall eat this bread; and drink this cup of the Lord 
unyorthily, ſhall be guilty of the body and bloud of the 


Lord. 
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Lord. But let a man examine himſelf, and fo let him eat of 
that bread, and drink of that cup. For he that eateth and 
drinketh unworthily, cateth and drinketh damnation to him. 
ſelf, not diſcerning the Lords body. For this cauſe many are 
weak and ſickly among you,and many tleep.For if we would 
Judge our ſelves, we fhould not be judged. But when we are 
Judged, we are chaſtned of the Locd, that we ſhould not be 
condemned with the world. Whercfore my brethren, when 
ye come together to eat, tarry one tor another. And if any 
man hunger, let him eat at home ; that ye come not together 
unto condemnation. And the reit will I ſet in order when 
I come. 
The Goſpel, $. Luke 23. I. 
He whole multitude of them aroſe, and led him unto 
Pilate» And they began to accuſe him, ſaying, We 
found this fellow perverting the nation, and forbidding to 
give tribute to Ceſar , ſaying , that he himſelf is Chriſt 
a king. And Pilate asked him, ſaying, Art thou the king of 
the Jews? And he anſwered him and ſaid , Thou faieſt 
it. Then aid Pilate to the chicf prieſts, and to the people 
I find no fault in this man. And they were the more herce, 
ſaying, He ſtirrcth up the people, teaching throughout all 
Tewry, beginning from Galilee to this place. When Pilate 
heard of Galilee, he asked whether the man were a Galile- 
an. And as ſoon as he knew that he belonged unto Herods 
Juriſdiction, he ſent him to Herod , who himſelf was alſo 
at Jeruſalem at that time, And when Herod ſaw Jeſus, he 
was exceeding glad, for he was deſirous to ſee hin of a 
long ſeaſon , becauſe he had heard many things of him, and 
he hoped to have feen fome miracle done by him. Then 
he queſtioned with him in many words ; but he anſwered 
him nothing, And the chief prieſts and ſcribes ſtood and 
vehemently accuſed him. And Herod with his men of war 
ſet him at naughr, and mocked him, and arayed him in a 
gorgeous robe, and ſent him again to Pilate. And the ſame 
Gay Pilate and Herod were made friends together ; for be- 
fore thcy were at enmity between themſelves. And Pilate 
when he had called together the chict + and the rulers, 
and the people, faid unto them, Ye have brought this man 
unto me, as one that perverteth the people, , and behold, 
1 having examined him before you, have found no fault in 
this man touching thoſe things whereof ye accuſe him. No, 
nor yet Herod : for I ſent you to him, aud lo, nothing wor- 
thy of death is done unto him. I will therefore chaſtiſe 
him, and releaſe him. For of neceſſity he muſt releaſe one 
unto them at the fealt, And they cried out all at once, 
ſaying, Away with this man, and releaſe unto us Barabbas : 


(Who for a certain edition made in the city, and for 
murder 
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murder was caſt in priſon ) Pilate therefore wilfIng to re” 
leaſe Fa ſpake again to them. But they cried, fayings 
Crucihe him, crucifie him. And he ſaid unto them the 
third time, Why, what evil hath he done ? Thave found no 
cauſe of death in him : 1 will therefore chaſtiſe him and let 
him go. And they were inſtant with loud voices, requiring 
that he might be crucified : And the voices of them,and of 
the chicf prieſts prevailed. And Pilate gave ſcntence,that 
it ſhould be as they required. And he relealed nnto them 
kim that for ſedirion and murder was caſt into priſon, 
whom they had deſired ; but he delivered Jeſus to their 
will, And as they led him away, they laid hold upon one 
Simon a Cyrenean, coming out of the countrey,and on him 
they laid the croſs, that he might bear it after Jeſus. And 
there followed him a great company of _ and of 
women, who alſo bewailed and lamented him. - But. Jeſus 
turning unto them, ſaid, Daughters of Jeruſalem, weep 
not for me, but weep for your ſelves, and for your children. 
For behold, the days are coming, in which they ſhall ſay, 
Bleſſed are the barren, and the wombs that never bare, 
and the paps which never gave ſuck. Then ſhall they be- 
gin to ſay to the mountains, Fall on us ; and to the hills, Co- 
ver us. For if they do theſe things in a green tree, what (hall 
be done in the dry ? And there were alſo two other male. 
fattors led with him to be put to death. And when they were 
come to the place which is called Calvary, there they cruci- 
hed him ; and the malefattors, one on the right hand; and 
the other on the left. Then ſaid Jeſus, Father forgive 
them, for they know not what they do. And they parted 
his raiment and caſt lots. And the people ſtood behold- 
ing; and the rulers alſo with him derided him, ſaying, 

He ſaved others, let him ſave himſelf, if he be Chriſt the 

choſen of God. And the ſouldiers alſo mocked bim, 
coming to him, and offering him vineger,and ſaying, If thou 
be the king of the Jews, ſave thy (elf. And a fuperſcription 
alſo was written over him in letters of Greek, and Latine, 
and Hebrew, THIS IS THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

And one of the malefattors, which were hanged, railed 

on him, ſaying, If thou be Chiriſt, ſave thy ſclf, and us. But 

the other anſwering, rcbuked him, ſaying, Doeſt not thou 

fear God, ſeeing thou art in the fame condemnation? And we 

indeed julily tor we receive the due reward of our deeds, 

but this man hath done nothing amiſs. And he ſaid unto 

Jeſus, Lord, rememher me when thou comeſt into thy 

kingdom, And Jeſus (aid unto. him, Verily I ſay unto 

thee, To. day ſhalt thou be with me in paradiſe. And it 

Was about the ſixth hour.. And there was a darkneſs over 

the cazib, until the nipth hour, And the ſun was mm

ned, and the vail of the temple was rent in the midſt. And 
when Jeſus had cried with a loud voice, he faid, Father, 
into thy hands I commend my ſpirit : and having faid thus, 
he gave up the ghoſt. Now when the centurion ſaw what 
was done, he glorified God, ſaying, Certainly this was a 
righteous man. And all the people that came together to 
that ſight, beholding the things that were done, ſmote their 
breaſts, and returned. And all his acquaintance, and the 
women that followed him from Galilee, ſtood afar off, 
beholding theſe things. 
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The Collefs, 
Lmighty God, we beſeech thee graciouſly to behold 
this thy family, for which our Lord Jeſus Chriſt was 
contented to be betrayed, and given up into the hands of 
wicked men, and to (uffer death upon the crofs, who now 
liveth and reigneth with thee and the holy Ghoſt, ever one 
God, world without end. Amen.

=— law having a ſhadow of good things to come, and 
_ _not the very image of the things, can never with thoſe 
facrifices which they offered year by year continually, make 
the comers thereunto perfect: for then would they not have 
ceaſed to be offered ? becauſe that the worſhippers once 
pores » ſhould have had no more conſcience of fins. But 
in thoſe ſacrifices there is a remembrance again made of fins 
every 
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every year. For it is not poſſible that the bloud of bulls and 
of goats ſhould take away fins : Wherefore when he cometh 
into the world, he ſaith, Sacrifice and offering thou wouldeſt 
not, but a body haſt thou prepared me : In burnt-offerings, 
and ſacrinces for (in thou haſt had no pleaſure : Then fa'd I, 
Lo, I come (in the volume of the book it is written of me) 
to do thy will, O God. Above, when he ſaid, Sacrifice and 
offering,and burnt-offerings,and offering for fin thou would- 
eſt not, neither had(t pleaſure therein, which are offered by 
the law : Then (aid he, Lo, I come to do thy will,O God. 
He taketh away the firſt, that he may eſtabliſh the ſecond. 
By the which will we are ſanctified, through the offering of 
the body of Jeſus Chriſt once for all. And every Prieſt 
ſtandeth daily miniſtring, and offering oftentimes the ſame 
ſacritices which can never take away fins. But this man atter 
he had offered one Cacrifice for ſins, for ever ſate down on 
the right hand of God; from henceforth expeCting till his 
enemies be made his footſtool. For by one offering he hath 
rfected for ever them that are ſanQified : Whercof the 
oly Ghoſt alſo is a witneſs to us : For after that he had ſaid 
before, This is the covenant that I will make with them 
after thoſe days, ſaith the Lord, I will pat my laws into 
their hearts, and in their minds will I write them 3 and 
their ſins and iniquities will I remember no more. Now 
where remiſlion of theſe is, there is no more offering for tin. 
Having therefore, brethren, boldneſs to enter into the 
holieft by the blood of Jeſus, by a new and living way, 
which he hath conſecrated for us, through the vail, that is to 
Fay, his fleſh : And having an high Prieſt over the houſe of 
God 3 let usdraw near with a true heart, in full aſſurance 
of faith, having our hearts ſprinkled from an evil conſci- 
ence, and our bodies waſhed wirh pure water. Let us hold 
faſt the profeſlion of our faith without wavering : ( for he 
Is faithful that promiſed.) And let us conſider one another 
to provoke unto love, and to good works ; not forſaking 
the aſſembling of our ſelves together , as the manner of 
ſome is : but exhorting one another : and ſo much the more, 
as ye ſee the day approaching.

Ilate therefore took Jeſus, and ſcourged him. And the 
ſouldiers platted a crown of thorns, and put it on his 
head, and they put on him a purple robe, and ſaid, 
Hall king of the Jews: And they ſmote him with their 
hands. Pilate therefore went forth again and Caith unto 
them, Behold, I bring him forth to you, that ye may know 
that I and no fault in him. Then came Jeſus forth, wearing 
the crown of thorns, and the purple robe, And Pilate:ſaith

anto them, Behold the man, When the chief prieſts there. 
fore , and officers ſaw him , they cried out, ſaying, Cry- 
cifie him, crucifie him. Pilate ſaith unto them, Take ye 
him, and crucifie him : for I find no fault in him. The 
Jews anſwered him, We have a law, and by our law, he 
ought to die, becauſe he made himſelf the Son of God, 
When Pilate therefore heard that ſaying, he was the more 
afrai! ; and went again into the judgement- hall, and ſaith 
unto Jeſus, Whence art thou ? Bur Jeſus gave him no 
anſwer. Then faith Pilate unto him, Speakeſt thou not 
unto me ? knowelt thou not that I have power to crucihe 
thee, and have power to releaſe thee ? Jeſus anſwered, 
Thou conldſt have no power at all againſt me,except it were 
given thee from above : therefore he that delivered me 
unto thee hath the greater ſin. And from thenceforth Pilate 
ſought to releaſe him : but the Jews cried out, ſaying, 
thou let this man go, thou art not Ceſars friend : Whoſo- 
ever maketh himſelf a king, ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar. When 
Pilate therefore heard that ſaying, he brought Jeſus forth, 
and ſat down in the judgement-ſeat, in a place that is 
called the Pavement, but in the Hebrew Gabbatha. And it 
was the preparation of the paſſover , and about the (ixth 
hour : and he faith unto the Jews, Behold your king. But 
they cried out, Away with him, away with him, crucife 
him, Pilate ſaith unto them, Shall I cruciftie your king ? 
The chief prieſts anſwered, We have no king but Ceſar. 
Then delivered he him therefore unto them to be crucified : 
and they took Jeſus and led him away. And he bearing his 
croſs, went forth into a place called the place of a 
fſcull, which is called in the Hebrew, Golgotha : where they 
crucihed him, and two other with him, on either ſtde one, 
and Jeſus in the midſt. And Pilate wrote a title, and put it 
on the croſs. And the writing was, FESUS OF N A- 
Z ARETH THE KING OF THE 4EWS, This 
citle then read many of the Jcws : for the place where 
eſus was crucified was nigh to the city : and it was written 
11 Hebrew, and Greck, and Latine. Then ſaid the chief 
prielts of the Jews to Pilate, Write not, The king of the 
Jews ; but that he (aid, Iam the king of the Jews. Pilate 
eniwered, What I have written , 1 have written. Then 
the ſouldiers when they had crucihed Jeſus, took his gar- 
ments, (and made four parts, to every ſouldier a part) 
and alſo his coat : now the coat was without ſcam, woven 
from the fop throughout. Fhey ſaid therefore among them- 
iclve, Let us not rend it, but caſt lots for it, whoſe it 
thall be : that the Scripture might be fulfilled, which ſaith, 
They partcd my raiment among them, and for my veſture 


they did caſt lots, Theſe things therefore the ſouldicrs did- 
Now

:»w there ſtood by the croſs of Jeſus, his mother and hi? 
—_ fſter, \-Avy the wife of Cleophas , and Mary 
Magdalen. When Jeſus therefore ſaw his mother, and the 
diſciple tanding by, whorf he loved, he faith unto his mo- 
ther, Woman, behold thy ſon. Then faith he to the 
diſciple, Behold thy mother. And from that hour that 
diſciple took her unto his own home. After this, Jeſus 
knowing that all things were now accompliſhed, that the Scri- 
pture might be fultlled, faith, I thirſt. Now there wag 
ſ-t a veſſel ful of vineger : and they filled a ſpunge with 
vineger, and put it upon hyſſop, and put it to his mouth. 
When Jeſus therefore had received the vineger, he ſaid, It 
is finiſhed ; and he bowed his head, and gave up the ghoſt, 
The Jews therefore, becauſe it was the preparation, that 
the bodies ſhould not remain upon the croſs on the ſabbath 
day (for that ſabbath day was an high day) belought Pilate 
that their legs might be broken, and that they might be 
taken away. Then came the ſouldiers, and brake the legs 


'of the firſt, and of the other which was crucitied with him. 


But when they came to Jeſus, and ſaw that he was dead 
already, they brake not his legs. But one of the ſouldiers 
with a ſpear pierced his fide, and forthwith came there our 


blood and water. And he that ſaw it bare record, and his 
record is true : and he knoweth that he faith true, that ye 
\might. believe. For theſe things were done that the Scri- 
;pture ſhould be fulfilled, A bone of him ſhall not be broken, 


And again,another Scripture ſaith, They {hall look on hin 
whom they pierced.

The like 
figure whereunto,even baptiſm,doth alſd now fave us, (nor 
the putting away the filth of the fleſh, but the anſwer of a 
good conſcience towards God) by the reſurrection of Jeſus 
Chriſt : Who is gone into heaven, and is on the right hand 
of God,anzgcls, and authorities, and powers being made 
ſubjet unto him,

Hen the even was come, there came a rich man of 
Arimathea , named Joſeph, who alſo himſelf was 
Iſs diſciple. He went to Pilate, and begged the body of 
Jeſus. Then Pilate commanded the body to be delivered. 
And when Joſeph had raken the body, he wrapped it in a 
clean linen cluth,and laid it in his own new tomb, which he 
had hewen out in the rock ; and he rolled a great ſtone to 
the door of the ſepulchre, and departed. And there was 
Mary Magdelene, and the other Mary, fitting over againſt 
the ſepulchre. Now the next day that followed the day of 
the preparation, the chief prieſts and Phariſees came toge- 
ther unto Pilate, ſaying, Sir, we remember that that decei- 
ver ſaid, while he was yet alive, After three days I will riſe 
again. Command therefore that the ſepulchre be made ſure 
until the third days leſt his diſciples come by night and ſteal 
him away, and ſay unto the people, He is riſen from the 
dead : [o the laſt error ſhall be worſe then the firſt, Pilate 
ſaid unto them, Ye have a watch, go your way, make it as 
ſure as you can. So they went and made the ſepulchre ſure,

J Then ſhall follow the Leſſon taken out of the fifteenth 
Chapter of the former Epiiile of Saint Paul to the Co- 
rinthians. 

Ow is Chriſt riſen from the dead, and become the firſt 
fruits of them that ſlept. For fince by man came 
death, by man came alſo the reſurreQion of the dead. For 
as in Adam all die, even fo in Chriſt ſhall all be made 
alive. But every man in his own order : Chriſt the firſt- 
fruits; afterward they that are Chriſts , at his coming. 
Then cometh the end, when he ſhall have delivered up the 
kingdom to God, even the Father; when he ſhall have 
put down all rule, and all authority and power, For he 
muſt reign till he hath put all enemies under his feet. The 
laſt enemy that ſhall be deſtroyed is death: For he hath 
put all things under his. feet. But when he. faith all things 
are-put underhim , it is manifeſt that he is excepted which 
did put all things under him. And when all things ſhall be 
ſubdued unto him, then ſhall the Son alſo himſelf be ſubje& 
unto him that put all things under him, that God may be 
all in all. Elſe what ſhall they do which are baptized for the 
dead, if the dead riſe not at all ? why are they then bapti- 
zed for the dead? And why ſtand we in jeopardy every hour? 

I proteit by your rejoycing, which I have in Chrit Jeſus our 

Lord, I die daily, If after the manner of men I have fought 

with beaſts at Epheſus, what advantageth it me, it the dead 

riſe not? Let us cat and drink,for to morrow we die. Be not 
deceived; evil communications corrupt good manners. 

Awake to righteouſneſs, and fin not; for tome have not 

the knowledge of God. I ſpeak this ro your ſhame. But 

ſome man will ſay, How are the dead raiſed up ? and 
with what body do they come ? Thou fool, that which thou 
ſoweſt is not-quickened, except it die. And that which thou 
ſoweſt, thou ſowelt not that body that ſhall be, but bare 
grain, it may chance of wheat, or of ſome other grain, 

But God giveth it a body, as ir bath pleaſed him, and to 

every ſeed his own body. All fleſh is-nor the ſame fleth, but 

there is one kind of fleſh of men, another fleſh of beaſts, 
another of fiſhes, and another of birds. There are _—— 
eſti2 
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leſtial bodies, and bodies terreſtrial ; but the glory of the 
celeſtial is one, and theglory of the terreſtrial is another, 
There is one glory of the ſun,and anether glory of the moon, 
and another glory of the ſtars ; for one ſtar diff-reth from 
another ſtar in glory. So alſo is the reſurreCtion of the dead; 
It is ſown in corruption ; it is raiſed in incorruption : It is 
ſown in diſhonour, it is raiſed in glory : It is fown'in 
weakneſs ; it is raiſed in power : It is ſown a natural body; 
It is raiſed a ſpiritual body. There is a nafvral body, and 
there is a ſpiritual body. And ſo it is written, The firlt 
man Adam was made a living ſoul, the laſt Adam was 
made a quickening ſpirit. Howbeit that was not firſt which 
is ſpiritual ; but that which is natural, and afterward that 
which is ſpiritual. The firſt man is of the earth, earthy: 
the ſecond man is the Lord from heaven. As is the eatthy, 
Cuch are they that are earthy : and as is the heavenly; ſuch 
are they alſo thar are heavenly. And as we have born the 
image of the earthy, we {hall alſo bear the image of the 
heavenly. ' Now this I ſay, brethren, that fleſh and bloud 
carinot inherit the kingdom of God ; neither dorh -cor- 
ruption inherit incorruption. Behold, I ſhew you a myſte- 
Ty. We (hall not all fleep, but we ſhall all be changed in 
a morrent, in the twinkling of an eye, ar the laſt trump; 
(for the trumpet thall found, and the dead fhail be raiſed 
incorruptible, and we (hall be changed.) For this cor- 
ruptible muſt put on incorruption, and this mortal muſt put 
on immortality.
